} THE ETERNAL TOPIC. 


Ilaving weathered the financial gales of the 
Christinas season, the city taxpayer is now being 
warned. that the officials at the city hall are plan 
ning another drive on his pocket book. Couneil 
is hopeful of being able to colleet the service tax 
this year, and also proposes to ask the Legislature 
to patch up the law so that the money which was 
paid in and refunded last year may be gathered 
in once more. It is planned this year to collect 
property payments. From 
which it is to be inferred that the policy of ¢ol- 
leeting in instalments worked well enougl. Jast 
year to invite an extension of the principle, In 
order to do this it is necessary that tax notices be 
ot out early, and if the thing is physically pos 
sible the property-owner may expect to receive 
one of these tokens of official attention before the 
end of the present month 

The notices cannot be sent ont before the as 
sessment is made. To bridge that difficulty coun 
cil decided to accept the assessment of 1924 as the 
basis for this years’ taxation. Objection was made 
on the ground that reductions from the appraise 
ment had by certain parties on 
appeal, and that to even matters up all property 
similarly situated and served should be 
spondingly re-valued. To do that, however, would 
he to make a new assessment for at least a part of 
the city; the result of whieh would probably be a 
demand from other seetfons 
also downward, and in proportion. Once the roll 
were opened up for revision there is no telling 
where the vevising would end—or when. If taxes 
are to be collected quarterly it will be necessary 
to adopt the rule of basing the annnal levy en an 
assessment made during the previous year. That 
being the case, it is probably as well to make the 
start now as a year hence,

Efforts have been made in 
that direction in.the past, not without results 
Mere are a large number of industrial estaWlish- ~ 
ments in Edmonton already, providing work and 
wares for many thousands of hands. More of them 
ive needed, and must be secured if the city isto, 
grow in population, Hothouse methods.of nutsing 
manufacturing enterprise are of dottbtful value 
here or elsewhere and the city is nota jposition 
to employ them, 

But a good deal can be done in the way of 
making known the opportunities there are for the 
investment of money in concerns which would 
turn the raw materials found and produced in 
this district into articles for which there is a gens 
eral demand. No part of the West has sorvaried 
resources as northern Alberta. No part has-stich 
an abundant or so cheap a supply of fuel. No city 
has railway facilities which put it so directly into 
touch with every part of the prairie @ountry. 
These are faets, and facets whieh count-witl people 
who have capital and are looking for chances to 
put it into factories. A little publicity of the 
right kind ,the kind that gets down to bed. rock 
facts and keeps clear of exaggeration aud, bodm- $ 
ster tactics, should help.to achieve tlie object.

While her borrowings for 
commercial purposes have been 
tmmany millions of dollars legg than, 
in the previous year, due to curtall 
activities, these funds are in her

@vailable to meet enlarged demand») 
as they arise, and it is well estab- 
Nshed that Canadian bankers have 
never yet lacked the courage nor the 
will ‘to support to the utmost the 
dndustrial and agricultura! effort of 
‘the country, It is not my province 
to enter in detail into whet that ef 
fort can be; suffice it to say that 6 
study of the output of our factories 
and farms as revealed in available 
‘statistics will be intensely edifying 
to the average reader and will give 
him a new conception of the posai- 
bilities of his country. : 


National Problems. 

‘Tt is true that the crops in the 
Western Provinces were disappoint- 
ing in yolume and were not as evenly 
distributed as we could have wished 
They were, however, put in and har-| 
vested at a reduced cost, and the) 
prices realized were much in ad- 
vance of the previous year, so that 
the aggregate amount received by 
the farmers reached a most itmpor- 
tant sum. It is well to bear in mind 
that in addition to these field crops 
those Provincea are producing im- 
preasively in eggs, butter, cheese, 
honey, vegetables and live etock of 
‘all kinds, which justifies the per- 
wistent urging for the undertaking 
of mixed farming. There is a grow- 
ding development in the movement 
of these commodities to the Pacific 
or shipment by water, which will be 
\haatened and encouraged by the 
‘very excellent facilities already pro- 
vided or in course of construction in

fe underwriters. As a result a 
uniform life insurance act has been 
agreed upon and has already become 
law in British Columbia, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Ontario, 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island. In Nova Scotia it has been 
introduced in the Legislature, but 
not finally acted upon, and it is ex- 
pected that Quebec also wi!! shortly | 
consider it. The new provisions re- 
move many ambiguities regarding in- 
surable interest, rights of benefici- 
aries, admission of age, proof of 
claim, and other debatable points, 
all of which will simplify work and 


clarify matters for the insured, This 
common act in conjunction with the 
Dominion Insurance Act of 1910, so 
ably adiministered, since its inception, 
by the Federal Superintendent, Mr.

It is fair to assume that 
those who benefit under the extra- 
ordinary large modern policy have
